Mel mu 
nev, and Father Cashin, Catholic chai 
lain of the prison. 
At that time he was on the verge c 
collapse. 
He was able, however, ti 
make his statem ent, and this state 
merit was taken down and signed h.« 
himself and by Clancy, the prison war 
den. The statem ent was sent to Cover 
nor Glynn, at Albany. 
At the start of his confession Circ 
fici told how “Sam ” Schepps, ”Ja« k’ 
Rose and Vallon went to his flat ii 
Harlem on the night of the murder 
He went hack with them to “Uridgie’ 
W ebber’s gambling place at Forty-sec 
ond street and Sixth avenue. Tiler* 
they met tile three other gunmen. 
lie said that he left the other gun 
men in “Bridgie” Webber’s place be 
cause he received word tiiat ills gir 
had been arrested uptown. He wanted 
to get her out of jail. He insisted that 
as a result, lie was not present at the 
shooting, and then declared that the 
shots that killed Rosenthal were firer 
by “Lefty Louie,” “Gyp the Blood” and 
Harry 
Vallon. 
“ Whitey Lewis,” hr 
said, did not fire a shot because his 
gun missed tire. He declared here ann 
at other stages of his statem ent thai 
he had never heard of Charles Becker 
in the ease, that none of the gunmen 
knew of Becker having any connection 
with the plot to Kill Rosenthal. 
It was recalled that the testimonj 
at the trial showed that the Runnier 
never heard of Charles Becker in their 
murderous transaction. 
“Dago Frank” said the day following’ 
the crime he received one-fourth ol 
$ I OOO for the murder. 
As he finished his statem ent t iro 
fici was one the point of collapse. He 
could barely sign bls statement. 
Clancy, as soon as he could, talked 
with Governor Glynn on the telephoto 
and told bim of the statement. He as 
sured the governor that what “Hag* 
Frank” said made it certain that there 
had been no miscarriage of justice. 
The two important features of the 
confession, aside from this assurance 
to the officers of justice, are that liar 
ry Vallon is named as one of the mon 
who fired the shots and that the gun 
men were not told al>out Be* ker hav 
lug any connection with the murder. 
Vallon can now be tried tor inur 
der. The agreement of immunity ma lf 
with him by District Attorney Whit 
man wheu he was a witness against 
Becker and the gunmen does not hold 
good if it is shown that he fired a 
shot at Rosenthal.
